Stone, general m an a g er of the Asso­ 
ciated Press, went up to the Waldorf 
to tell Senator W. A. Smith, head of 
the senate com m ittee which is inves­ 
tigating the w reck of the Titanic, what 
he knew of erroneous news dispatches 
circulated throughout this country on 
the day that the Titanic sank.

Stone took up the dispatches one by 
one and told S en a to r Smith what he 
knew- of the sou rc e from which each 
came.

Stone, the witnesses 
who talked to Senator Smith 
were 
.Tack Binns, the wireless operator on 
the Republic when that ship sank, who 
told the senator what he knew of the 
range of the C a r p a fh ia ’s wireless, and 
commented on the construction of the 
Titanic: George A. Harder, who was 
returning by the Titanic from his wed 
ding journey, happened to notice that 
some mechanism supposedly connect­ 
ed with the watertight compartments 
had gone wrong; a professional sw im ­ 
mer who said he could swim to Hali 
fax if necessary, and two steerage pas 
sengers, one of whom made his es 
cape clad in a w o m a n ’s shawl.
